cording to Dr. O. R. Sweeney, 
| State College, in a statement given 
uvut at the Exposition of Chemical in- 


regarded 


dustries at the Grand Central Palace. | 


Dr. Sweeney and his assistants have 
been experimenting for seven years 
on the corn plant and so far have 
found uses for many products that are 
valuable in industry, but which are 
!now going to waste. 


Dr. Sweeney exhibited some of 
these products at the exposition, 
They include mew forms of food: 


stuffs, building blacks, artificial lum- 
ber, “maple’’ sirup, insulation board 
|and various preservative chemicals. 

! “Corn is the world’s greatest crop,” 
said Dr. Sweeney, “but now it is only 
partly utililed. The value of the corn 
crop is about $2,000,000,000 a year. 
The stalks are now largely waste 
miterial, Some o/ them are used for 
fodder and are cut up and saved in 
silos for stock feeding, but the total 
amount used in every way can hardly 
be more than § per cent of the total 
production in the United States of 
200,000,000 tons a year. At $5 a ton,

REMARKABLE PATROLS 
BY MOUNTED POLICE 
aie bees 

The ss, Leothic which recently re 
turned from the annual Government 
Lbatrol of the eastern Arctic brought 
with her a number of members of the 
Royal Canadian Mounted Police who 
| had completed a two-year tour of duty 
lat the various detachments in that 
also brought the report of 
work done in 
the Canadian Arctic archipelago, These 

islands were traversed by numerous 
patrols, and some remarkable journeys 
were made, In general, regions which 
the ordinary reader regards as the goal 
of carefully organized exploring, jour- 
| neys, are regularly visited by the 
Mounted Police in the way of ordjnary 
duty. Three of the journeys under 
taken are of special interest 

| StaffSergeant Joy, the non-commis 
sioned officer in charge of the northern 
‘most detachment—that at Bache Peniv 
| Sula, on the eastern shore of Ellesmere

Joy, making Bache Peninsula his base, 
and working westward across Elles 
mere island to Bay fiord, traversed the 
region accompanied for the greatcr 
part of the journey by two Eskimos. 
He left the detachment on March 26, 
1927, and returned on May 18 having 
travelled 1,320 miles in 54 days; the 
mode of travel was of course by dog 
sleds, The usual interruptions by 
blizzards were experienced, and dur- 
ing the last few days the wayfarers, 
who were passing over mountainous 
country, were hampered by fog and 
deep soft snow.
